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PREFACE 


This  historical  sketch  of  an  average  early  American  family  covers  ten 
generations  from  pre-Revo lutionary  days  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  era  in  widely- separated  localities.  I  have  written  it  for  the  information  of 
members  of  the  Walters  family  and  others  who  may  be  interested. 


The  quest  for  genealogical  data  about  the-  Walters  and  Walterses  was  be¬ 
gun  more  than  a  half  century  ago  by  Frank  Clayton  Walters  (1873-  1902),  assist¬ 
ed  by  Harry  Lincoln  Walters  (1867-  1941).  Obstacles  which  they  met  in  tracing 
back  the  family  line  were  overcome  in  recent  years  when  copies  of  Easton  church 
records,  Northampton  County,  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  U.  S.  Govern¬ 
ment  records  became  available  at  the  Easton  Public  Library,  thanks  to  the 
genealogical  program  developed  there  under  the  late  Librarian  Henry  F.  Marx. 
These  resources  I  have  used,  in  addition  to  those  of  the  Library  of  Congress  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 


It  will,  I  think,  interest  members  of  the  Walters  family  to  know  that  I  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Registrar  General  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  data  which 
established  that  our  ancestor  Michael  Walter  (  1  750-  1820)  served  in  the  Northampto 
County  Militia  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  thus  making  eligible'  for  SAR  mem¬ 
bership  men  of  the  Walters  family  ‘‘of  good  repute  in  the  community”.  Upon 
establishing  my  direct  descendance  from  Michael  Walter,  I  was  elected,  March, 
1954,  to  membership  in  the  Cincinnati  Chapter,  Ohio  Society  of  die  National  Society 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 


It  seems  appropriate  to  note  that,  in  addition  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  men 
of  the  Walters  family  served  in  the  War  of  18  12-14,  in  the  Civil  War,  in  World  War 
I  and  in  World  War  II. 


For  help  beyond  the  call  of  their  professional  duty  which  they  gave  me  in  my 
genealogical  investigations,  I  extend  cordial  appreciation  and  th.ciks  to  Librarian 
Lester  L.  Stoffel  and  Mrs.  Jane  S.  Moyer,  Cataloger,  Easton  Pul  iic  Library.  I  am 
also  indebted  for  a  .sist.mee  to  Mrs.  Horace  G.  Walters,  of  East  Stroudsburg,  Penri- 
sv  1  vunia.

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CHAPTER  I.  EIGHTEENTH  CENTURY  ARRIVALS  AT  THE  PORT  OF  PHILADELPHIA 


The  early  members  of  the  Walter  family  arriving  at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia 
in  the  eighteenth  century  were  typical  of  the  thousands  of  ‘‘Rhinelanders,  the 
suffering  Palatines,”  whom  William  Penn  invited  to  help  him  found  a  state  ‘‘in 
which  religious  and  civil  liberty  would  prevail”.11  These  Rhinelanders  were 
inhabitants  of  the  Palatinate,  a  sovereign  state  then  a  part  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire.  The  Palatinate,  bordering  on  France,  had  endured  repeated  devasta¬ 
tions  during  the  Thirty  Years  War. 

In  his  prospectus  to  attract  settlers,  Penn  pointed  out  the  advantages  of  pur¬ 
chasing  land  in  Pennsylvania,  material  advantages  as  well  as  spiritual  and  civic. 
He  honorably  warned  ”folkes  inclined  to  go  to  these  parts  that  some  hardships 
would  precede  the  advent  of  plenty.”12 


When  they  decided  to  go  to  America  the  emigrants  faced  a  long  and  arduous 
journey.  Their  experiences  were  described  by  one  of  the  Rhinelanders,  Gottlieb 
Mittelberger ,  in  1750.  (3  The  first  stage,  he  wrote,  was  the  river  journey  from 
their  homes  in  Pfalz  (the  Palatinate)  down  the  Rhine  to  Rotterdam,  Holland; 
the  second  stage  was  crossing  from  Rotterdam  to  one  of  the  English  ports.  Then 
came  a  delay  of  one  to  two  weeks  in  England. 

“From  there,”  Mittelberger  continued,  “the  ships,  unless  they  have  good 
winds,  must  often  sail  eight,  nine,  ten  to  twelve  weeks  before  they  reached 
Philadelphia.”  Mittelberger  told  of  “the  real  misery”  of  the  ocean  voyage, 
“with  passengers  .  .  .  packed  densely  like  herrings  .  .  .  withou.  proper  food 
and  water,”  enduring  “frequent  storms.” 


At  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  the  “Continentals,”  as  some  designated  them, 
were  detained  to  sign  official  papers  in  the  city.  Those  lacking  funds  went  into 
indentured  service  as  laborers  and  servants  under  the  highest  bid. 


More  is  known  about  arrivals  of  immigrants  into  Pennsylvania  than  into  any 
other  state  because  of  a  Provinciai  Council  Law,  passed  in  172  /,  requiring  all 
who  arrived  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia  to  take  oaths  of  allegiance  to  the  British 
Crown  and,  later,  oaths  of  abjuration  and  fidelity  to  the  laws  oi  the  province. 


So  the  early  Walters  and  “all  Continentals”  had  to  go  before  public  officials 
and  take  and  subscribe  to  these  oaths. 

Three  lists  of  arriving  passengers  were  maintained:  (A)  hose  kept  by  the 
captains  of  the  ships  (often  carelessly);  (B)  the  lists  ot  the  signers  of  the  oath 
of  allegiance  and  (C)  of  the  signers  of  the  oath  of  abjuration.”  L  the  spelling 

of  names  on  these  lists  was  a  masterpiece  of  inconsistency.  Thus,  as  shown 
later,  the  same  immigrant  was  recorded  as  Barnard  Walter,  Bernard  Walter  and 

Bernhard  Walter.

the  Ship  Mortonhouse  .  .  .  from  Rotterdam,  Augst  17^\  1729."^

County  and  founded  our  branch  of  the  Walter(s)  family.  They  were  as  follows:

CHAPTER  !!.  THE  EARLY  WALTERS  IN  BUCKS  AND  NORTHAMPTON  COUNTIES 


Variously  spelled,  there  are  more  than  60  names  of  Walters  in  the  “Original 
Lists  of  Arrivals  in  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  from  1727  to  1808,”  as  published  in 
the  three  volumes  edited  by  Strassburger  and  Hinke.  I'o  these  60  names  must 
be  added  numerous  women  and  minors,  for  they  were  not  ordinarily  listed. 

Some  of  the  Walter  family  tarried  in  the  Philadelphia  and  Chester  County  areas. 
Others  took  up  farming  in  nearby  Bucks  County.  0  Still  others,  possibly  as 
early  as  the  late  1730’s  and  in  the  1740’s  pushed  up  the  river  roads  to  the  wil¬ 
derness  portion  of  Bucks  that  was  included  in  the  famous  Walking  Purchase  ol 
1737. 

The  section  in  which  our  Walters  settled  and  farmed  long  before  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  was  that  between  the  North  and  West  Branches  of  the  Delaware, 
known  as  the  Forks  of  the  Delaware.  /The  West  Branch  was  later  called  the 
Leh i  and  then  the  Lehigh  River  and  it  was  near  this  stream  that  the  Moiavians 
founded  Bethlehem  in  174  1./ 

Agitation  for  a  division  of  huge  Bucks  County  began  about  1  /45/2  it  cul¬ 
minated  in  the  creation  of  Northampton  County  (northern  and  western  Bucks 
County)  by  Act  of  Assembly  in  March  1752,  with  Easton  designated  as  the  coun¬ 
ty  seat.  The  first  court  was  held  there  in  June  of  that  year.  A  leading  figure 
in  this  activity  was  Thomas.  Penn,  a  son  of  William  Penn,  who  named  both  the 
county  and  the  county  seat  after  places  in  England.'-' 

The  Pennsylvania  “Warrantees  of  Land’’(3  show  that  the  twenty  acres 
of  land  in  Forks  Township  owned  by  the  earliest- recorded  Peter  Walter  were 
surveyed  April  25,  1759.  It  is  of  interest  that  this  first  Peter  Walter  was  not 
named  in  the  list  of  arrivals  at  Philadelphia;  which  would  suggest  that  he  came 
from  Europe  with  his  turnip  as  a  small  bo\  who  would  not  bo  listed. 

.  North-west  of  Easton,  along  the  Bushkill  Creek  and  less  than  two  miles 
from  “the  circle”  of  the  little  town,  was  a  rectangular  section  of  more  than 
two  hundred  acre's  owned  by  the  pioneer  W alter  who  was  definitely  the  founder 
of  our  branch  of  the  family:  Bernard  Walter/4  His  name  was  variously 
spelled  by  tax  collectors  and  government  officers  as  Bernard,  Bernet,  Barnet

and  Barnhardt.  In  1772,  Bernard  Walter  paid  a  Federal  tax  of  four  pounds. 
The  January  1775  ‘‘Return  of  Forks  Township  for  a  Provincial  Tax”  had  lam 
down  for  300  acres  under  the  name  Bernet  Walthe.rA5  The  .17  76  ‘‘Return  .  . 
for  County  Tax,”  charged  him,  as  Barnet  Walter,  with  ownership-  of  1.50  acres 
of  “wood  land,”  50  acres  of  ‘‘clear  land”  and  20  acres  of  “sowed  land.  ”<J 


As  Barnhardt  Walter  he  took  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Government  of  the 
new  United  States  on  July  1,  1777/6 


Bernard’s  wife  was  Eva,  also  recorded  as  Eve;  we  can  not  trace  her  maiden 
name.  Presumably  their  marriage  took  place  in  the  early  1740's,  (based  on  the 
ages  of  their  children).  While  living  on  their  Forks  Township  farm,  they  field 
membership  in  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at  Easton. (7 8  So,  on 
Sundays,  they  would  drive  or  walk  the  mile  and  a  half  to  town  for  church  ser¬ 
vices,  conducted  in  German.  The  records  of  the  Easton  congregation  (7  show 

Bernard  and  Eva  as  among  103  communicants  on  May  2,  1772.  Most  of  their 
eleven  children  were  baptized,  confirmed  and  married  in  this  church.  The 
entry  of  March  22,  1781  reads:  “Barnhard  Walter,  once  a  member  of  Lutheran 
Coi'igr egation,  was  buried  by  Rev.  Pastor  Steiner.” 

As  to  the  parentage  of  Bernard  Walter  and  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  America, 
there  is  no  certainty.  My  own  conjecture  is  that  he  was  the  son  of  Barnard  Walter 
who,  as  indicated  in  Chapter  I,  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  the  Ship  Loyal  Judith  on 
September  25,  1732.  The  age  of  Barnard  Walter  was  then  recorded  as  58  years, 
as  verified  from  the  originail  passenger  list  of  the  Loyal  Judith  in  the  possession 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission,  Harrisburg,  and  kindly 
so  reported  to  me  by  Henry  Howard  Eddy,  State  Records  Officer,  in  a  letter  of 
September  21,  19  54. 

Other  possibilities  as  to  the  father  of  Bernard  Walter  would  be  other  Walter 
arrivals  at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia:  Cop  rad  Walter,  September  25,  1732;  Jacob 
Walter,  September  26,  1732;  Listen  Walter,  August  17,  1/3  3 ;  and  Michael  waiter, 
September  1  8,  1733  (“Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers,  ”  pp.  88,  89,  90,  91,  92, 

93,  94,  95).  Under  any  of  these  parental  possibilities,  Bernard  Walter  would 
have  been  a  small  boy  aboard  the  Ship  Loyal  Judith  or  some  other  ship;  a  a 
minor,  his  name  would  not  be  recorded  in  the  official  lists.  Upon  arrival  ue 
would  have  been  under  18  years  of  age.  His  wife  Eva  was  born  in  1724.  1  lie 

record  of  Lutheran  Congregation  burials  show  that  Eva  outlived  Bernard  by 
22  years.  She  died  October  2  1,  1803.-;

War  as  members  and  ‘  ‘assoc  iat.ors  ”  in  the  Northampton  County  militia: 

Michael  Walter  (1750  -  1820) 

George  Walter  (1752  -  1826) 

John  WTalter  (1760  -  ?  ) 

Conrad  Walter  (1762  -  ?  ) 

The  oldest  of  these  sons,  Michael  Walter,  was  the  next  in  direct  line  of  our 
Walter  (Walters)  family. 


CHAPTER  III.  THE  REVOLUTION  AND  THE  WAR  OF  1812-14 


What  were  Revolutionary  War  conditions  at  Easton  and  in  the  adjacent  Forks 
Township  area?  At  the  close  of  the  crucial  year  1776,  with  its  defeat  on  Long 
Island,  General  Washington  (December  22,  1777)  wrote  a  letter  calling  ‘‘the 
militia  of  Northampton  County  to  the  assistance  of  the  Continental  Army  under  my 
command,  that,  by  our  joint  endeavor,  we  may  put  a  stop  to  the  progress  of  the 
enemy  who  are  making  preparation  to  advance  to  Philadelphia,  as  soon  as  they 
can  cross  the  Delaware,  either  by  boats  or  on  the  ice.’h1 2 3  The  help  of  Northampton 
County  Militia  was  not  needed.  A  few  days  later,  not  the  British  but  Wa:  hington’s 
troops  crossed  the  Delaware  and  won  a  post-Christmas  victory  over  the  British 
at  Trenton  which  saved  Philadelphia  tor  a  time. 


On  June  13,  1777  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  passed  an  act  requiring 
an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Government.  The  records  show  that,  chiefly  during  the 
summer  of  17/7  (with  some  in  1778L  a  total  of  4,821  citizens  of  Northampton  County 


took  the  ‘‘test  oath”  and  received  the  designation  ‘  ‘assoc  iato  rs  P  “Non- 
associators"  were  ‘‘69  Moravians  and  some  Mennonists  who  professed  to  have  re¬ 
ligious  scruples.” 


The  Original  Lists  of  John  Arndt,  Recorder  of  Deeds  of  Northampton  County, 
disclose  that  ‘‘the  oath  of  Allegiance  and  Fidelity”  was  “voluntarily  taken  and 
and  subscribed”  by  four  members  of  the  Walter  family  in  1  77  7:0

When  the  5th  Battalion  Militia  was  formed,  “a  day  of  appeal”  was  held,  July 
30,  1778,  at  the  house  of  Peter  Seip  in  Forks  Township.  Recorded  at  that  time 
were  122  appeals  by  Forks  Township  farmers  for  release  from  service.  Of  this 
total,  28  agreed  “to  march,”  13  were  excused  and  81  were  informed  of  penalties 
for  non- service,  (the  phrase  was  ‘‘judgment  aginst”)  of  “twenty  to  forty  pounds.”*4 
Among  the  81  farmers  so  informed  were  the  two  older  sons. of  Bernard  /Barnet/ 
Walter:  Michael  Walter,  who  then  had  five  small  children;  and  George  Walter, 
who  also  had  a  young  brood.  Both  Michael  and  George  entered  military  service 
when  the  call  actually  came  two  years  later. 

Our  direct  ancestor,  Michael  Walter  (1750-  1820),  is  shown  by  the  lists  of 
“Northampton  County  Associators  and  Militia”  to  have  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
cause  in  the  summer  of  1780  (Muster  Roll  dated  June  6);  in  the  summer  of  1781 
(Muster  Roll  dated  May  22);  and  also  in  the  “Fall  1782.”  He  was  a  Private,  First 
Class  in  Company  1,  Captain  Jacob  Buss,  Second  Battalion  Northampton  County 
Militia,  commanded  by  Colonel  Roup.*5 

His  brother,  George  Walter  (1752-1826),  served  two  months  in  the  summer  of 
1778  “on  the  frontier  of  Northampton  County”  in  Captain  George  Knappenber ger ’s 
Company,  Second  Battalion.  He  was  paid  18  pounds,  15  shillings  or,  as  he  wrote 
in  a  receipt  he  gave  August  15,  1778,  “the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  as  a  part  of  the 
bounty  due  to  me.”  He  re-enlisted  May  27,  1781,  in  Captain  Jacob  Buss’s 
company.*6 

The  two  younger  brothers  of  Michael  in  Revolutionary  service  were  John 
/Johannes/  Walter,  (1760  -  ?)  a  “6th  class  private”  in  Company  6,  Second 
Battalion,  1781  —  82;<7  and  Conrad  Walter  (1762  -  ?),  a  “3d  class”  private  in 

the  company  of  Captain  Jacob  Heller,  1782,*8  who  received  “Depreciation 
Pay.  ’  *(9 

These  militia  companies  guarded  the  wilderness  frontier  which  had  once  seen 
the  Wyoming  massacre  of  the  French  and  Indian  War;  but,  during  the  Revolution, 
no  actual  battles  were  fought  in  Northampton  County.  The  Moravians  at  Bethlehem 
in  1777-78  sheltered  the  Continental  \rmy  Hospital,  and  some  of  the  wounded 
soldier?,  wore  a  [>|>n  rent  l\  taken  in  wagons  to  Kaston.  General  Washington  visited 
Bethlehem  on  July  2  5,  1782.  kite  Moravian  Diarist  there  recorded  that,  next  day, 
“at  a  very  early  hour,  he  proceeded  on  his  journey  by  way  of  L'aston,”  where  the 
General  tarried  for  a  while.*10 

Later,  in  the  “Second  War  for  Independence,”  1812-1814,  five  sons  of  Michael 
Walter  (1750-  1820)  gave  service.  Four  were  listed  as  privates  on  the  “Pay  Roll

CHAPTER  IV.  RELIGIOUS  AND  CULTURAL  TRADITIONS  OF  NORTHAMPTON  COUNTY 


This  is  a  background  chapter  before  proceeding  with  the  specific  history  of  our 
branch  of  the  Walter(s)  family.  In  his  fine  novel,  “The  Late  George  Apley,”  John 
P.  Marquand  had  George  Apley  declare  to  his  son  regarding  Boston  families:  “We 
all  came  from  yeoman  stock,  small  English  shopkeepers  and  farmers  .  .  .  but  do 
not  forget  that  these  ancestors  of  your s  had  their  beliefs  and  convictions ( 1 

Beliefs  and  convictions  -  together  with  a  desire  for  economic  betterment  -  were 
characteristic  also  of  Pennsylvania  German  families  as  well  as  of  Boston  and 
Philadelphia  families  of  English  origin.  Markedly  religious  were  the  early  immi¬ 
grants  from  Germany  and  Switzerland  (Mennonites  from  the  latter).  Members  of 
the  Moravian,  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Churches  brought  with  them  to  Pennsylvania 
the  theological  beliefs  of  Comenius,  Luther  and  Zwingli.  They  likewise  brought  a 
passion  for  individual  freedom  and  a  devotion  to  learning  and  the  arts.  In  develop¬ 
ing  their  pioneer  communities,  they  maintained  European  standards  of  education 
and  music. 


Nowhere  was.  Mb',  more  <j<  Unile  Mi. in  in  NorMiumplon  C'ouniy  at  Bethlehem 
and  at  Easton.  I  he  culture  ol  early  Easton  was  not  up  to  that  of  Bethlehem,  the 
missionary  center  where  the  Moravian..  had  the  lirst  orchestra  and  the  first 
boarding  school  tor  girls  in  America.  However,  Easton  standards  were  credit- 
ably  good,  as  was  attested  by  a  British  novelist,  Mrs.  Anne  Royal],  who,  follow¬ 
ing  a  visit  in  1828,  wrote  that  “Easton  is  settled  by  Germans,  though  most  of 
them  use  the  English  language  and  are  well  educated.’’  She  praised  “the  pro-

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fessional  men  particularly”  as  “not  inferior  (if  they  do  not  excel)  those  of  any 
other  town.”^1 2  As  early  as  1824  these  Eastonians  started  a  movement  for 
higher  education  that  resulted  in  the  chartering  of  Lafayette  College,  which 
opened  six  years  later/3

As  in  all  early  American  farming  areas  and  towns,  the  community  life  of 
Forks  Township  and  Easton  residents  centered  in  their  church.  Some  time 
prior  to  1740,  the  local  Lutherans  built  their  first  church  edifice,  it  hasbeen 
recorded,  “about  one  mile  from  Easton  .  .  .  the  road  leading  past  Leonhart 
Walters  (sic).  Rev.  Birkenstack  preached  there  from  1740  to  1748  (two  Baptisms 
are  recorded  for  1733). ”^4 

In  1776  the  Lutheran  and  the  Reformed  congregations  combined  -  as  they  fre¬ 
quently  did  in  Pennsylvania  -  to  erect  a  Union  Church  for  alternating  use;  and  this 
continued  for  more  than  half  a  century.* 


CHAPTER  V.  CHURCH  AND  OTHER  RECORDS  REGARDING  BERNARD  WALTER 
(1715  c-  1781),  MICHAEL  WALTER  (1750  -  1820),  AND  MICHAEL 
WALTER  (1788  c  -  1860  c) 


It  was  in  the  original  Lutheran  Church,  not  far  from  their  Forks  Township 
farm,  that  Bernard  and  Eva  Walter  were  worshippers.  Here  their  first-born  son, 
Mic  hael  Walter,  was  baptised  in  February,  J750,  Jac  ob  and  Catharine  Best  serv¬ 
ing  as  sponsors.  Here  Michael  was  “confirmed,  communed”  and  “married  Anna 
Maria  Buss,  1771.  “0 

This  marriage  entry  is  a  reminder  that  propinquity  and  religion  led  to  wedding 
bells.  Forks  Township  families  were  substantially  all  Lutherans  and  German 
Reformeds.  Their  sons  and  daughters  “visited”  at  neighbors’  farm-houses  and, 
after  church  services,  lingered  in  groups  and  pairs.  So  it  came  to  pass  that  the 
children  of  Bernard  and  Eva  Walter  inter-married  with  families  which  are  on 
record  as  holders  of  patented  tracts  in  the  Forks  of  the  Delaware:  the  Bushes, 
the  Busses,  the  Kochs,  the  Pheifers,  the  Wagners. 

Bernard  Waller's  family  had  two-l'old  tic's  with  the  family  of  their  neighbor, 
Jacob  Bush,  who  was  probably  the'  Jacob  Busch  who  arried  at  Philadelphia  from 
the  Palatine  on  September  30,  1754.(2  Anna  Maria,  second  oldest  daughter  of

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Bernard  Walter,  married  John  Buss,  son  of  Jacob  Buss;  and,  as  already  noted, 
our  direct  ancestor  Michael  Walter  married  Anna  Maria  Buss,  daughter  of  Jacob 
Buss.  In  the  Revolutionary  War  years  of  1780,  1781  and  1782,  Michael  Walter 
served  as  a  Private,  First  Class,  in  Company  1,  Second  Battalion,  Northampton 
County  Militia,  of  which  his  brother-in-law,  Jacob  Buss,  was  Captain.  Michael’s 
brother,  George  Walter  (1752-1826)  also  served  under  Captain  Buss.G 


The  Federal  tax  lists  of  1785,  1786  and  1788  indicate  that  George  Walter  then 
held  most  of  the  Forks  Township  farm  of  Bernard  Walter  (who  died  in  1781),  in- 

credited  with  290,  280  and  276  acres  respectively;  and  also  with 
“4  cattle.’’^  Michael  Walter  is.  credited  at  that  time  with 
cattle.”  Apparently  George  Walter  left  Forks  Township,  as 
he  is  not  listed  as  there  in  the  1790  Federal  Census,  as  is  Michael,  who  along 
with  his  brother  Barnet,  had  by  that  time  taken  over  the  ancestral  farm.

An  indication  that  our  direct  ancestor  prospered  and  was  esteemed  appears 
in  the  fact  that  when  his  will  was  probated  (amount  of  estate  not  given)  on  March 
22,  1820,  he  was  officially  designated  “Michael  Walter,  yeoman,  Forks  twp.”<3 4 5 6 
The  early  American  term  yeoman  was  complimentary;  it  meant,  as  it  did  in 
England  and  in  Germany,  a  freeholder  who  cultivated  In  own  land,  a  man  of 
:.llb  t  a  lice . 

Michael  and  Anna  Maria  Walter  were  the  parents  ot  13  children,  11  ot  whom 
were  living  when  their  father  died  in  1820. 

The  Easton  newspaper  “Spirit  of  Pennsylvania,”  in  its  issue  of  March  3,  1820, 
reported:  “Died  -  within  the  last  two  weeks  -  Michael  Walter,  of  Forks  Township,

1 1  is  exact  age  was  recorded  in  the  German  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Congregation’s  list  of  deaths,  1772-1843,  as  70  years,  13  days.  The  list 
indicates  his  death  on  February  21,  1820,  as  having  beep  sudden.  It  adds:  ”13 
children,  2  dead  .  .  .  left  73  Enkel.4  urenkel,”  i.e.,  grandchildren  and  great-grand¬ 
children. 

Next  in  descent  for  our  purpose  is  Michael  Walter,  1788,  (c)  -  I860  (c),  the 
eiphth  child  of  Michael  and  Anna  Maria  Buss  Walter.  The  Parish  Records  of  the 

o 

German  Evangelical  Church,  1760-1832  (p.  363)  list  Michael  as  a  “son  of  Michael 
Walter”  and  as  one  of  the  ”68  Catechumen  of  April  4,  1806,  Good  Friday.”  As 
most  members  of  the  class  were  about  18,  this  would  place  his  birth  year  as 
approximately  1788.  Michael  was  married  in  the  Lutheran  Church  on  September 
1,  1808,  to  Elisabeth  Linthe  (Parish  Records,  p.  278).  We  can  trace  nothing  as  to 
Elisabeth’s  family. 

A  change  in  religious  affiliation  from  Lutheran  to  Reformed  is  suggested  by 
the  records  showing  that  six  children  of  Michael  and  Elisabeth  Walter  were 
baptized  in  t lie  First  Reformed  Church  of  Easton.  The  birth  and  baptismal  records 
of  the  church  disclose  the  births  of  their  children  as  follows:  Regina,  born  1809; 
Anna,  1810;  Abi,  1812;  Peter,  our  next  direct  ancestor,  1814;  George,  1 8 1  6 ; 
Christina,  1818;  and  Anna  Eliza,  1821.  (The  same  book  reports  that  Michael  and 
and  Elisabeth  Walter  were  sponsors  at  the  baptism  in  1833  of  Sarah,  the  infant 
daughter  of  John  and  Elisabeth  Walter.) 

Michael  and  Elisabeth  Walter  followed  the  family  custom  (then  pretty  general), 
of  giving  children  names  out  of  the  Old  and  the  New  Testament  or  names  having 
a  religious  significance.  Of  their  seven  children  listed  above,  three  were  so 
named:  Anna,  Peter  and  Christina.  In  the  preceding  family  of  Michael  Walter 
1750-  1820)  there  were  five  Biblical  names:  John,  Jacob,  Abraham,  Peter  and 
Michael.  In  the  founding  family  of  Bernard  Walter  (1724-  1781)  there  were  six 
names  in  this  category:  Hanna,  Anna,  Elizabeth,  John,  Michael  and  Christina. 

In  the  more  recent  family,  that  of  Peter  W’alter  (1814-1894)  there  were  five  such 
names:  Aaron,  Samuel,  Anna,  Sarah  and  Levi. 

Apart  from  the  church  records  cited  we  know  only  that  Michael  Walter  was 
a  farmer  up  to  about  I860  in  the  Bushkill  Creek  section.  His  grandson,  Levi 
Franklin  Walter(s)  told  of  summer  visits  to  the  farm  of  his  grandparents  dur¬ 
ing  his  boyhood  in  Easton.'7  The  countryside,  he  said,  was  delightful,  -  as 
it  remains  these  summers  nearly  a  century  later,  with  black-eyed  susans 
blooming  profusely  and  graceful  trees  bending  over  the  waters  of  the  Bushkill. 


CHAPTER  VI.  PETER  WALTER  (1814-1894)  AND  SEVEN  CHILDREN 

The  date  of  birth  of  Peter  Walter  (1814-1894),  next  in  our  line,  is  established 
as  October  11,  1814;  his  parents,  Michael  and  Elisabeth  Walter,  were  sponsors  at 
his  baptism  in  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Easton. Peter  lived  on  the  farm

“for  more  than  twenty  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  livery  business.  He  had  stables 
in  the  western  part  of  the  city.,,(2  His  skill  in  handling  horses  and  his  courage 
were  illustrated  in  an  exploit  in  later  life  at  Allentown.  1  here,  on  a  busy  street, 
cries  arose  of  a  runaway.  Peter  went  out  from  the  sidewalk  and  stopped  a  pair  of 
runaway  horses'  d  rawing  the  carriage  of  a  frightened  family. *3  Peter  Walter 
lived  to  be  nearly  80  years  old.  He  died  July  29,  1894,  at  the  home  of  his  son, 

Eevi  Franklin  Walters  in  Bethlehem,  and  was  buried  in  the  Easton  Cemetery. 

His  wife  was  Sarah  Renner,  who  was  born  in  Moore  Township  in  1810  and  died  at 
Easton  in  1  886. ( 1 


Peter  and  Sarah  Walter  had  five  sons  and  two  daughters:

a  whaling  vessel  out  of  New  England.*4 5  He  was  of  stocky  and  powerful  physique. 
For  many  years  he  was  proprietor  of  a  restaurant  in  Easton  and  also  of  a  hotel  at 
Sea  Isle  City,  New  Jersey.  A  prosperous  man,  lie  made  regular  vacation  visits  to 
Bermuda  in  a  period  when  such  trips  were  unusual.  William’s  first  wife  was  Ellen 
Young  Valtei  (1842-  1889)*  and  their  son,  Charles  Walter,  became  a  lawyer  at 
Philadelphia.  Some  years  after  Ellen’s  death,  William  married  Catharine  Ward 
of  Phillipsburg,  New  Jersey.

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CHAPTER  VII.  L.  F.  WALTERS  AND  CHILDREN 


Levi  Franklin  Walter(s)  was  born  at  Easton,  October  2 ,  18*15.  Recent  search 
discloses  that,  like  his  father  Peter,  he  was  baptized,  not  in  the  Lutheran  Church 
as  had  been  thought,  but  in  the  First  German  Reformed  Church  on  November  13, 
184  5,  by  “Rev.  J.  H.  Bomberger,  English  Pastor  of  the  Ger.  Ref.  C.,  Easton,  Pa.” 
His  parents  were  sponsors. (1  He  attended  school  in  Easton  until  his  fouiteenth 
year. 


Then  came  the  Civil  War.  In  September,  1862,  as  a  boy  still  under  17  years 
of  age,  he  enlisted  in  the  Northampton  County  Volunteers  at  Easton,  Company  E, 
153rd  Regiment.  For  a  time  he  served  as  an  aide  to  General  Von  Siegel.  Re¬ 
joining  his  company,  he  took  part  in  the  first  day’s  engagement  in  the  Battle  of 
Gettysburg,  July  1,  186  3,  and  was  shot  through  a  knee  joint.  He  lay  on  the  battle¬ 
field  all  that  night.  A  surgeon  wanted  to  amputate  his  leg.  The  youthful  soldier 
brandished  a  knife  and  said  he  would  rather  die  than  lose  his  leg.  The  surgeon 
(a  German  who,  my  father  always  declared,  was  drunk)  said,  “Die,  thenl”  He 
didn’t  die  but  he  did  limp  throughout  the  rest  of  his  life.^2 

Levi  Franklin,  or  “L.  F.  “  as  lie  always  signed  himself,  became  and  re¬ 
mained  active  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  serving  as  Commander  of 
J.  K.  Taylor  Post,  No.  182,  in  Bethlehem.  After  the  Civil  War  he  traveled  with 
Gardner’s  circus  on  its  business  staff.  When  the  circus  covered  parts  of  the 
South,  fist-fights  between  local  residents  and  the  Northern  circus  crews  were 
regular  post- performance  events,  in  which  “L.  F.  ’  ’  enjoyed  taking  part.  During 
his  mature  life,  he  was  a  merchant  at  Allentown  and  then  at  Bethlehem.  There 
he  was,  for  many  years,  manager  of  the  Fountain  Hill  Opera  House  in  addition 
to  his  business  as  proprietor  of  a  small  departmental  store,  57  South  Main 
Street.  Under  his  management,  local  theatre-goers  frequently  saw  leading  New 
York  plays.  Some  of  these  were  first-night  try-out  performances,  such  as  the 
British  comedy,  “Charlie’s  Aunt,’’  in  1892.  Its  American  producer,  Charles 
Frohman,  worried  about  the  success  of  the  venture  which,  in  fact,  became  the 
foundation  of  his  career.  A  special  friend  was  the  composer  and  director,  John 
Philip  Sousa,  as  it  was  in  the  Fountain  Hill  Opera  House  that  he  gave  the  first 
concert  of  Sousa’s  Band  under  his  own  management. 

“L.  F.’’  was  active  in  local  and  Northampton  County  politics  as  a  dyed-in- 
the-wool  Republican.  He  was  greeted  familiarly  by  Senator  Matthew  Stanley 
Quay,  Senator  Boies  Penrose,  Governor  Gobbin,  General  Hastings,  Governor 
Tenor  and  other  Republican  leaders  of  the  era.  In  the  last  period  of  his  life, 

“Li.  F.“  was  a  Justice  ot  the  Peace  about  whom  the  eminent  attorney  and  ■ 

Civil  War  Provost  ot  Washington,  D.C.,  General  William  E.  Doster,  once  said 
to  Raymond  Walters,  “With  the  advantages  of  more  education,  your  father  would 
have  distinguished  himself  as  a  lawyer.”  He  was  an  effective  public  speaker  at 
meetings  and  GAR  rallies.  Literary  ability  is  shown  in  his  descriptions  of  five 
Civil  War  episodes  published  in  the  “History  of  the  153d  Regiment,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Volunteers  Infantry.’’^3  He  died  June  13,  1910.

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“L.  F.”  added  _s  to  his  name  during  the  Civil  War  when  his  comrades  kept 
calling  him  Walters.  “They  found  it  easier  to  say,”  he  explained.  It  is  to  be 
observed  that,  in  the  official  maps  of  the  Penn  Patentees,  the  Walter  section 
is  credited  to  Divisees  of  “Barnet  Walters.” 


In  1866,  at  Allentown,  Levi  Franklin  Walters  married  Augusta  Hohl  (184  5- 
1882).  They  had  three  sons  and  a  daughter. 


(1)  Harry  Lincoln  Walters  (1867-194  1),  graduate  of  the  old  Franklin  High 
School,  Bethlehem,  was  a  newspaper  man  all  ol  his  mature,  life.  He  was  co¬ 
editor  of  the  Mount  Holly  News  at  Mount  Holly,  New  Jersey  and  a  local  corre¬ 
spondent  for  Philadelphia  newspapers.  He  was  active  in  the  Elks  organization. 
He  had  a  brilliant  mind.  His  wife  was  Jane  B.  Parsons  (1860-1926),  member 
of  a  prominent  New  Jersey  family.  A  child  of  theirs  died  in  infancy. 

(2)  Stewart  Suydam  Walters  (1870-  192  1),  also  a  graduate  of  the  old  F  rank 
lin  High  School,  was  in  the  theatrical  business  for  some  years  and  then  be¬ 
came  an  executive  of  the  Jordan  Show  Print  Company,  Chicago.  He  had  a  most 
pleasing  personality.  Later  in  life  he  became  an  active  member  oi  the  Christian 

Science  Church. 

(3)  Frank  Clayton  Walters  (1873-  1902)  was  an  exceedingly  well-read  man, 
possessing  literary  talent.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Bethlehem  High  School. 

A  reporter  for  the  old  “South  Bethlehem  Star”  in  his  early  youth,  he  subse¬ 
quently  held  editorial  positions  with  the  International  Correspondence  Schools 
at  Scranton  and  then  with  the  Burr  Printing  Company,  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  His 
death  at  the  age  of  29  was  in  consequence  of  pneumonia,  then  a  dreaded  disease. 
His  first  wife  was  Mary  Berger  (1876-1896). 


His  second  wife  was  Annie  S.  Danner  (1872-  1953),  a  graduate  of  the  Bethlehem 
High  School,  she  was  for  some  years  head  bookkeeper  of  the  Lerch  and  Rice  De¬ 
partment.  Store.  .She  was  a  woman  of  fine  mental  powers  and  of  ir respressible 
humor.  There  are  two  sons,  Harold  Rodman  Walters,  born  in  1898,  and  Frank 
Clayton  Walters,  in  1902. 

(4)  Daisy  May  Walters  (1878-1951),  a  graduate  of  the  Bethlehem  High  School, 
was  a  secretary  in  Boston  for  some  years.  A  woman  ol  striking  personality  and 
vigor,  she  espoused  the  Christian  Science  faith  and,  in  later  life,  became  widely 
known  in  Christian  Science  circles  as  a  practitioner  at  Allentown,  at  Hollywood, 
and  at  Chicago.  She  traveled  widely  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico. 


The  second  wife  of  Levi  Franklin  Walters  was  Ida  Gertrude  Keller  Walters 
(1864-  1951),  third  daughter  of  Elias  Keller  (1824-  1887)  and  Katherine  Hoffert 
Keller  (1833-1909).  A  woman  of  intense  energy  and  positive  conviction,  she 
became  a  member  of  the  Christian  Science  Church  at  Bethlehem  and  later  at 
Hollywood,  California,  where  she  lived  for  about  three  decades.  The  two  sons 
of  L.  F.  and  Ida  Walters  are  Raymond  Walters,  born  in  1885,  and  Wilburt 
Robert  Walters,  born  in  1887. 
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CHAPTER  VIII.  WALTERS  DESCENDANTS  OF  THE  1950's

1  }53),  wh  (  it  ,  as  a  student,  hi*  participated  in  track  athletics  and  journalism. 
Alter  four  years  in  newspaper  work  at  Philadelphia  and  Bethlehem,  he  was 
appointed  Instructor  of  English  at  Lehigh  in  1911.  He  was  on  the  Lehigh 
Faculty  ns  Kegistrar  and  Assistant  Professor  until  192  1  when  he  became  Dean 
and  a  member  of  the  English  Department  of  Swarthmore  College.  From  1932  to 
1955  he  was  President  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati.  During  World  War  I  he 
was  a  captain  in  the  Adjutant  General’s  Department  of  the  Army  at  Camp  Taylor, 
Kentucky.  In  1949,  he  lectured  at  many  leading  universities  in  Japan  as  an  Ex¬ 
pert  on  University  Administration  under  the  Department  of  the  Army.  He  has 
visited  universities  in  Great  Britain  and  Europe.  For  18  years  he  served  as 
an  Inspector  ol  Colleges  for  the  Association  of  American  Universities  and  as 
Senator  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  For  13  years  he  was  on  The  Federal  Relationship 
Committee  (Chairman  for  five  years)  of  the  American  Council  on  Education. 

He  has  written  five  books  and  many  magazine  articles,  including  his  annual  study 
since  1919  of  U.  S.  Collegiate  enrollments.  He  holds  14  honorary  degrees. 


In  1909  he  was  married  to  Elsie  May  Rosenberg,  third  daughter  of  the  late 
Charles  Christopher  Rosenberg  and  Annie  Welch  Rosenberg.  A  native  of 
Phillipsburg,  New  Jersey,  where  she  was  born  May  20,  1886,  Mrs.  Walters 
was  graduated  from  the  Phillipsburg  High  School  in  1903.  At  Bethlehem  she 
was  a  member  of  the  Bethlehem  Woman’s  Club  and  of  the  Faculty  Woman’s 
Club  of  Lehigh  University.  At  Swarthmore  she  was  actave  in  the  Swarthmore 
Woman’s  Club  and  in  the  Faculty  Woman’s  Club  of  Swarthmore  College.  She 
is  presently  a  member  of  the  Cincinnati  Woman’s  Club  and  of  the  Faculty 
Woman’s  Club  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  University  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association.  Elsie  and 
Raymond  Walters  are  members  ol  Calvary  Episcopal  Church.  Their  three 
sons  are  Raymond  Walters,  Jr.,  Everett  Walters  and  Philip  Garrison  Walters. 


(2)  Wilburt  Robert  Walters.  Born  at  Bethlehem,  September  18,  1887; 
graduated  Bethlehem  High  School;  attended  Lehigh  University,  receiving  the 
degree  ot  Bachelor  ol  Arts  in  PHW;  and  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He 
later  did  advanced  study  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  at  Harvard. 
i\i  Lehigh  he  played  on  the  lacrosse  team;  was  on  the  ‘‘Brown  and  White’* 
stall  for  three  years;  was  Vice  President  of  the  Class  ol  1909;  and  was  Editor- 
in- Chief  of  1  lie  Epitome.’’  tor  several  years  he  engaged  in  public  school 
teaching  and  administration  at  Bethlehem  High  School  "and  at  Cheltenham  High 
School,  near  Philadelphia.  In  1917,  he  was  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  the 
historic  William  Penn  Charter  School  at  Germantown  under  Headmaster 
Richard  M.  Gummere.  He  was  head  of  the  Middle  School  for  many  years. 

Upon  his  retirement  in  June,  1953,  his  faculty  colleagues,  students  and  alumni 
paid  enthusiastic  tribute  to  his  work  as  a  teacher  and  administrator  and  to  his 
strong  influence  for  intellectu.il  and  moral  standards  among  his  boys.  For 
well  over  three  decades  he  has  be<*n  director  ol  educational  trips  to  historic 
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sites  and  places  of  civic  and  economic  interest,  trips  in  which  over  4,000  boys 
have  participated.  He  is  continuing  this  service  on  a  larger  scale  as  an  educa¬ 
tional  travel  consultant.  He  is  the  author  of  two  booklets  on  methods  of  study 
which  are  widely  used  in  leading  independent '  schools  of  the  United  States. 

He  was  married  in  1912  to  Eva  B eidelman,  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.

She  then  entered  Harcum  Junior  College  near  Philadelphia  and  completed 
its  general  cultural  course.  For  several  years  she  was  a  secretary  at  Beaver  Col¬ 
lege,  Jenkintown.  Her  first  husband  was  James  Kidder;  their  twin  daughters  are 
Nancy  and  Susan,  born  in  194  7.  She  was  married  in  1955  to  Thomas  Baldridge,  tex¬ 
tile  executive.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baldridge,  Susan  and  Nancy  reside  at  Gulph  Mills,  near 
Philadelphia.
